Dr. Walter J. Leonard, president of Fisk University, delivered 
an oratorical review of achievers in black history last Thurs- 
day night at Town and Campus in West Orange where 28 
leaders in science, business, industry and the professions 
were honored. 

Like the speaker, the 19 male honorees wore black tie 
and the women formal gowns, and all sat at the lower dais, 
while the main dais was filled with YMCA officials and other 
luminaries. 

Dr. Leonard began with a rhapsody of Crispus Attucks, 
quoting him as telling the British troops “you may have my 
life first.” He moved on through Elijah McCoy, Harriet Tub- 
man (she never ran a train off the Underground Railway.) 
Frederick Douglas, Ralph Bunche and others. 

He said black achievers had woven a bloody trail through 
American ranks in the World Wars and “they struck two 
blows for world freedom then and are still following the North 
Star like Douglas.” 

He lauded Paul Robeson, “who had to die to be recogniz- 
ed”, Alex Haley, Martin Luther King, and other modern 
achievers and said the nation will not reach maturity until our 
skills and talents are recognized. He lamented whites on the 
mountains and blacks still in the valleys. 

“Let American Be America Again” he concluded.

In a business where clones abound, Syl- 
vester is the real thing. 

A genuine original, he’s one of that 
special breed of performers who come 
fully to life onstage, who have the un- 
failing instincts to ignite an audience 
with sophistication, sass, and style. 

On Sylvester’s new Fantasy album, 
Sell My Soul, the singer blends all the 
colors in his musical palette into a work 
of remarkable imagination and spirit. 

First, there’s that voice, described 
variously as “a positively enthralling 
falsetto," “a soaring, leaping, inspira- 
tional thing," "a disarmingly powerful, 
stratospheric instrument."

All the energy is there." The album 
contained a typically eclectic mix of 
blues, ballads, and funk, and produced a 
sizable hit single, Patti Labelle's “You 
Are My Friend." 

Sylvester sums up his biographical 
details as follows: “1 was born in Los 
Angeles, and moved to San Francisco 
about 13 years ago. That's when my 
life started." 

Not long thereafter-in 1973—Syl- 
vester signed with Blue Thumb, for whom 
he recorded three albums; in '76, he met 
Harvey Fuqua and his partner Nancy 
Pitts, who brought him to Fantasy 
Records, Fuqua has co-produced all of 
his albums for the label. 

Sylvester has an abiding love for his 
musical antecedents, and for the last 
seven years or so has been researching

a book which will discuss the transition 
of black music from gospel and spirituals 
to blues and jazz, 

“Information on this subject is not at 
all easily accessible,” Sylvester explains. 
“You have to look for it, and I found a 
lot of material in the Library of Congress, 
and the Jazz Library in New York, 1 
have an extensive record collection of 
my own, and I’ve also met and talked 
with John Hammond, Ethel Waters, 
and Alberta Hunter.” 

One of the things Sylvester discovered 
in his research was che great tradition of 
theatrics that dates from the turn of the 
century. “I had dreamed about these 
things,” the singer continues, “апа had 
incorporated a lot of my fantasies into 
what 1 did onstage. Then I found out 
this incredible tradition actually existed! 

“One dream of mine, always, was to 
meet Josephine Baker, 1 finally saw her 
perform twice, and got to talk to her. 
She told me that the illusion you create 
from the stage is very important, because 
people pay for fantasy. 

“That reassured me about what I was 
doing with my own performances, and 
I’ve gone on from there.” 

Sylvester may indeed dish out fantasy 
and illusion from the stage with unparal- 
leled imagination and flair. But the 
bottom line of his performances—onstage 
and on record—has always been the 
music. 

That's for real.

BAD AIN’t GOOD! 


“Many consumers feel that they are paying more and receiv- 
ing less for their clothing dollar, and in many instances, they 
are right, said Hope Jackson, Manager of the Newark Office 
of Consumer Action. 

“Consumers should take the necessary time and care 
when purchasing clothing. Although sales are important, 
price should not be the sole determinant in the selection pro- 
cess. The quality of the fabic and the workmanship of the arti- 
cle should be carefully considered along with the price. 
Remember, clothing that is poorly made or that doesn't fit 
properly is a bad buy at any price,” said Ms. Jackson. 

The Newark Office of Consumer Action recommends 
that consumers take the following precautions: 

* Inspect the workmanship of the item and make certain 
you will not have to make repairs before the garment can 
be worn. 


+ Don’t take anything for granted. Cotton fabrics may not be 
washable, shoes may not be fitted with arch supports. 


* Read the care labels. Special handling may be more cost- 
ly or time consuming than you can afford. 


* Reject items if patterns or plaids are mismatched. 


+ Ask questions and determine if the merchandise is return- 
able if there are problems. 


* Before investing in fashionable leathers and suedes, ask 
your dry-cleaners the costs and time it will take to clean 
them. 


* Follow care instructions carefully. If problems arise, take 
back the merchandise. Some of the diasterous results of 
buying unwisely include trim that bleeds onto the main 
garment and dye colors that fade or run, puckered seams 
when incompatible materials are combined; synthetic 
suedes that stiffen when dry-cleaned and bonded interfac- 
ings that frequently produce a bubbled surface on men's 
Suits.

THINGS TO DO AND DON'T WHEN 
STOPPED BY POLICE 


If you are driving along the street and find 
yourself being pulled over by police, your 
behavior at that moment can mean the 
difference in life and death. 

A police foundation report on deadly force, 
which covered seven major U.S. cities, found 
that 78 percent of those killed were minorities 
and 80 percent of those wounded меге | 
minorities. 

Although the instances that provoked these 
shootings varied, several Black police officers 
who attended the sixth annual National Black 
Police Assn. convention in Chicago said there 
are several steps that citizens should follow 
when they are stopped. 

“Don't resist an officer's orders,” said 
Harold James, а 13 year veteran with 
Philadelphia police force. “If you have a com- 
plaint about the officer's attitude, don't tell him 
that you're going to file a complaint. Get his 
name, badge number and car number and 
time and location. 

“Remain calm and be in control of yourself,” 
added Detective George Thomas of Newark, 
N. J. “Attitudes create problems; always 
identify yourself and make sure you have your 
driver's license and car registration.” 

Patrolman Fred Johnson of Cleve. said, "If 
your hands must leave the officer's sight, in 
order to get your license out of the glove com- 
partment or briefcase, tell the officer. 
Policemen basically are scared too, and they 
have to protect themselves.” 

All the officers agreed that if you have a 
complaint follow it up by filing a grievance with 
your local police department. Plus every city 
has an ACLU, NAACP, Urban League, justice 
department and prosecutor's office to handle 
citizen complaints.
